Wuew Black Monday comes, and sorrowing pupils 
return to the amenities of prosody and the pleasures 
of fagging, it takes some time to reduce all to order, 
and set the great educational wheels a going. The 
members of the House of Commons are in the dubif- 
able state of half work and half play. They have 
not yet got into steady training, and settled to their’ 
work. On Monday night we had nothing but 
a renewed debate upon the state of the Navy, the 
shortcomings of the Admiralty, and the want of 
seasoned timber in our Dockyards. Last evening 
the House broke up at five o clock. A Bill, however, 
of great importance to the poor was read a third 
time and passed. The prevention of adulteration of 
food and drink is of especial importance, when every 
conſect ioner s shop will be licensed to sell wines. As 
the provisions of this bill will be extended to Ireland, 
it is well to remind those who are in the habit of 
adulterating articles of food and drink, to the great 
“hurt of the health of her Majesty's subjects,” that 
the penalty for mixing any jnjurious ingredient with 
either is a fine “ not exceeding five pounds, nor less 
“than five shillings, together with the costs.” Ifthe 
offender commit a similar offence a second time his 
“name, place of abode, and offence, is to be pub- 
lished at his expense in the newspapers, or in such 
other manner as the justices deem advisable 
“ Analysts” are to be appointed by the town councils 
of boroughs, and these analysts are to give acertificate 
of analysis for the sum of half-a-crown to any pur- 
chaser who doubts the genuimencss of the article he 
has purehased, and that analysis shall be sufficient 
evidence of its quality. 

Any money accruing from the proceeds of fines is to 

be applied to the general purposes of the vestry, 
county, or borough, respectively, or to the collector 
of what is denominated rogue money” in Scot- 
land. In Irelaud the proceedings are to be subject 
to the provisions of the Petty Sessions Court Acts, 
with an appeal to quarter sessions. ‘The Bill will be 
of great benefit to the poorer classes in the suburbs 
and small towns, where scarcely a single article of 
food or drink can be procured which is not adulterated 
with unwholesome materials. 
Mr. M'Mahon obtained leave to introduce a Bil) 
for assimilating the laws now in force in Ireland, for 
| regulating the season for taking salmon and trout, to 
those in force in England. This is a subject 
demanding most careful consideration. The salmon 
fishery of Ireland had been almost destroyed by rash 
and indiscriminate legislation. Almost every river has 
a close season and open time peculiar to itself; 
but, as a general rule, the open season commences 
too early and closes too soon. When salmon fishing 
first opens, for every sound fish hooked or netted 
three spent fish are captured; while, on the other 
hand, when the season closes, the fish are generally 
in their prime. The salmon fishery of Ireland was of 
high repute, even as early as the reign of Henry 
the Second, and the loss in this source of national 
wealth of the country by rash legislation has exceeded 
that occasioned by all the unfair methods of cap- 
ture, and they are many, adopted by poachers. We 
shall look for Mr. M’Mahon's Bill with interest, 
and we trust it will remedy the mischief whieh is 
caused by the existing fishery laws.

Itisa pleasant sight to witness two or 
three hundred mounted tenantry out for a holiday ; 
more pleasant still to know that they get a substan- 
tial breakfast in the morning, and a still more sub- 
stantial dinner in the evening. They had a holiday 
at all events, and we only regret that was the first 
holiday they had ever got, and was likely to be the 
last—at their landlord's expense.

It was but this week he 
had received a letter from a friend in Jerusalem, in 
which he had made mention of the locality—that pro- 
mised land looking down upon the valley of the Jordan, 
teeming with the fertility of nature, and with bat few 
to oceupy it. It would seem the land was to be kept 
vacant for the purpose of restoring those to whom, by 
the gift of God, it belonged. The Arabs, whose hands 
were turned against every man, and every man's hand 
against them, were made instrumental, under God's grace 
ia k that land that it might, in dae time, be the 
more easily restored to those to whom the Lord had 
originally given it. There were many signs of hope 
for the 2 and one great sign was the manner in 
which the Jewish mind seemed to be pre to con- 
sort more than ever it did before with those who 
wished to do them good, with Christian people who had 
a zeal towards them. There was scarcely a University 
on the Continent in which there was not some Jew 
holding a distinguished place. Even in their own 
country, in the King’s College in London, a Jew 
held the professorship of the economy of com- 
merce; so that in one of the greatest com- 
mercial cities in the world one of the instruc- 
tors of ite commerce was a Jew. (ear, hear.) 
They wund likewise, politically speaking, that there 
was scarcely a Cabinet in Kurope in which a Jew did 
not hold a place. Iuto their own great council of the 
nation Jews were recently admitted. While they 
found that race was scattered upon the face of the 
earth, yet they could not but be mindful of the pro- 
mise that they would be restored with their silver and 
gold. They were ready, in that t, whenever it 
might please God to give the word, for it was written 
that the Lord will in due time take and make priests and 
Levites in the land. There were many denominations 
who had Jews amongst their ministers, and the mect- 
ing might be surprised to hear that there were many 
Jews ministers of the Church of England. This, there- 
*fore, was a very great token of the manner in which 
the Lord was dealing with that le. Many learned 
men the decade into whic - had entered, 
asa crisis full of im ht events.

The Rev. Nolan, B.D., of Regent’s-equare 
Church, London, in cones, forward to propose the first 
resolution, said it was with great pleasure and thank- 
fulness that he rose, in willing to the kindly- 
expressed wishes ot the committee, to submit, for the 
adoption of the meeting, the first resolution :—* That 
the report which has now been read. together with the 
statement of accounte, be adopted and printed, under 
the direction of the committee, for the ensuing year ; 
and that the declaration of the society, that our com- 
nron cause is decidedly gaining ground, the formation 
of new branches at home and abroad, and the growing 
interest manifested throughout this country towards 
the Jewish people, afford grounds of congratulation to 
the friends of our missions, and call for our fervent 
thanksgiving to Almighty God.” That resolution par- 
took of something like the feeling that animated the 
great Apostie himself, when he thanked God and took 
courage, giving thanks for the mercies of the , and 
resolved by God's blessing to enter boldly on duties 
of the future. In addressing the meeting be desired, as 
it were, to clear the marshes for those who were to 
follow. He desired to make some remarks as to the 
importance of their society, to meet some objections, 
and to enter into some past details, It was neeessarr 
that he should ask their indulgence, as he was about to 
trespass on their time with something like a tedious 
statement. However, ifit bore upea the subject, they 
would have reason to forget the dulness, and an 
God's blessing upon the subjectin hand. Their society was 
as much a missionary society as any other, animated by 
every desire that could induce them to the I 
to the heathen or the Jew. There was only this dif- 
ference, that they reversed the order given them by the 
Apostle in the epistle to the Galatians, “that th 
should go unto the heathen, and we unto the — 
aon.” The proceeding was tly Seriptural and 
just. In fact, they might be ¢ under one society, 
except for the peculiarities and specialities that 
belonged to the Jews, which rendered it neces- 
sary to prepare for them a 8 machinery. 
They were a wonderful people, unlike any other who 
had ever appeared on the surface of the earth. The 
desolation of their cities was predicted before the foun- 
dation of one of them was laid, and the ruin of their 
land before they had a foot of it in possession. The 
great lawgiver of Israel asked whether from the day 
God made man on earth anything had happened like 
this ; and it was with reference to the same subject St. 
Paul said —“ Oh ! the depths of the goodness of God, 
and such are his judgments.” There was this . 
liarity, that in dealing with the case of Israel 
they were brought into necessary contact with the Word 
of God. There were two standard points from which 
he would desire to contemplate the importance of the 
subject, and the duty which devolved upon themselves 
in reference to it. The first was as to what theirenemics 
were inthe habit of saying of them; and the next was 
in reference to what they selves ought to be doing. 
Their enemies said it was nonsense for them to be 
labouring to Christianise the Jew, as thatthe Jew was 
impervious to the power of the Gospel. He would answer 
that argument by asking how could they know anything 
about the state of the Jew, or his heart, or the power of the 
Gospel bearing upon him? What efforts had they ever 
made? what experience had they on which to justify 
their flippant conclusion ? A refutation could be given 
to that flippant objection, for they were able to show 
that little or no effort had been made until very recently 
in the direction of Israeli and that wherever any effort 
was made, the result was more than proportionate to the 
effort expended. The only way yy oye knowledge 
of God to the heart of man was by the power of God's 
Word. It was the course which they ed towards the 
heathen and towards ott beloved an Catholic 
fellow-countrymen, a ust in proportion as that 
Word was —— the vi was accomplished. It 
was what they did with the swarthy children of 
the Ni aod Ganges, and it was what the 
did with theJew. T there was a great dif- 
ference between the Jew and the Gentile, still who- 
ever called on the name of the Lord would be 
saved. No effort had been ever made in the 
earlier centuries of Christianity to circulate theW ord of 
God amongst the Jews, and they were told in a history 
of Hebrew literature that for a long period there was 
no Hebrew scholar ofany eminence in the Christian 
Church. With that broad fact staring them in the face, 
how could they say that the Jew was impenetrable to 
Gospel light on influence. The Christian Church had 
reason to be ashamed — Ga Sy ce during which 
it had paid no attention to the only channel from witch 
a knowledge of God could 
be brought home to the minds of the people 
of lIeracl. In the 15th century the first 
of the New Testament was translated, and to their so- 
clety belonged the honour of having first translated the 
entire of it. The blessed er book of their church, 
the faithful and tender handmaiden of the Word of 
God, which deigned to take ite proper at the foot 
of the Word of Mercy—these were the instruments 
which the society use of in bringing the truths 
of Christianity to the Hebrew. Wherever an effort had 
been made, the Word of God had not returned void.

The Venerable the Archdeacon of Waterford said it 
was peculiar pleasure to him to have his name aaso- 
ciated, in seconding the adoption of the report, with one 
of his oldest and most valued friends.

But look at the Israelites, scattered and 
driven from their desolated sanctuary, wanderers in 
every country, and eveiy street jn every city in the 
world. The effects of a religious society, to bring the 
Gospel to that people, should necessarily ot the 
diffuse character of the objects to which they were di- 
rected, and one felt that alittle reflection would convince 
him that of all missionary societies which adorned the 
Church of God, that one which was directed towards 
Israel] was the most blessed, the most honoured, the most 
important, and the one which had the weightiest claims 
on the Church of England. There were missionary so- 
cleties through every part of the world, north, south, 
east, and west—in India, China, Africa, and America. 
Each of those societies}jhad a distinctive character---some 
circumstance that gave to it a peculiar interest. They 
would find them concentrated, existing together in that 
one mission represented by the church on Mount Zion. 
They all owed a debt of gratitude to Israel, because le- 
rael by her sorrows had revealed the Church of God. 
They knew that the sin of Israel was idolatry, that she 
left in tears her own loved land, and wore the captive 
chain, for she went forth from the home of her father 
and was an exile in the land of Babylon, and Ged had 
brought forth, from ite long tomb of centuries, monu- 
ments to teach the Christian churches of this t na- 
tion that he hated idolatry. They beheld in monu- 
ments of Nineveh the mighty memorials of the 
Abyssinian kings, and they seen on them, unde- 
faced by time, the great memorials of Israel's history.
